A veterinarian will be 
working with Humane Society 
personnel; horses that show any 
sign of stress or lameness will be 
pulled out; double-riding will 
not be allowed; running of 
horses on surfaced roads or 
highways will be prohibited. 

Riders and drivers of wagons 
will be asked to stay on the right 
side of the white line on 
Highway 190 so that regular 


traffic can move; persons driving 
vehicles towing trailers are asked 
to either follow behind the body 
of riders, or travel ahead; driving 
of vehicles alongside riders in a 
manner that blocks a highway 
lane will-not be allowed.

BAKERSFIELD — A film 
producer, eyeing Shotguns on 
Sunday’s script potential, would 


-have some second thoughts after 


absorbing this true story’s 
violent and sometimes gory 
shock treatment. 

Author Joe Doctor, of 
Exeter, was a veteran newspaper 
editor when he wrote this book 
about Bakersfield and the 
surrounding areas as they were 
at the close of the last century. 
He tells his story as a 
professional newsman would tell 
it after carefully checking facts, 
interviewing eyewitnesses, 
digging out official records. 

The raw courage of lawmen 
and citizens contrasts 
throughout this fascinating 
account with the ruthlessness 
and treachery of the badmen 
who bullied their way through 
the tenderloins of valley towns. 
The dregs of Dodge City, Bodie, 
Leadville and dozens of other 
infamous spas began to reach 
Bakersfield with news of the 
huge Kern River oil strike. They 
found other kindred souls in the 
booming redlight districts. 

Outside the towns were part 
of their prey: the ranchers and 
the stagecoach and railroad 
passengers. Thugs, gunmen, 
pimps and prostitutes flourished 
within the confines of their 
spreading “‘citadels of evil,” as a 


minister once. described 
Bakersfield. 
Many residents of 


Bakersfield, Porterville, Visalia 
and other cities are named in the 
book, but the central figure is 
James McKinney, considered by 
many to have been the last of 
the West’s badmen. The era was 
one in which honest, law abiding 
people were becoming impatient 
with the extravagant violence 
and lawlessness of the fading 
frontier period. 
Shotgun-toting Jim 
McKinney was one of those 
whose time had come. Sadly but 
yet a matter of historical record, 


he took a number of good men - 


“THE UNITED” 


with him. One of them was Will « 
Tibbett, father of a future great 
opera singer, the late Lawrence 
Tibbett.

UKIAH — Shell Oil company * 


has plugged and abandoned the 
first geothermal steam well 
drilled under lease from the 
Bureau of Land Management, 
according to Ukiah Manager 
Mel Clausen. 

The drilling operation, 
located 21 miles north of Santa 
Rosa in the Geysers-Calistoga 
Known Geothermal Resources 
area, was abandoned after 
reaching a depth of nearly 8500 
feet and finding no commercial 
quantities of steam. - 

Tentative plans call for Shell 
to relocate to another federal 
leasehold, located one mile 
southeast of their present 
location. Drilling is expected to 
begin sometime in mid-June. 

Shell holds two leases on 
BLM lands within The 
Geysers-Calistoga KGRA, 
totaling 4077 acres. 

In a related action, Burmah 
Oil company informed BLM’s 
Ukiah District office that it 


would be moving to its first *
